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THE VALUE OP SCHOOL ATHLET- 
ICS.

In discussing the value of school 
athletics we may consider first their 
value to the individual and then their 
value to the school. 

To the individual athletics afford a 
means of healthful relaxation from 
the grind of study. The college pre- 
paratory course in our High Schools 
is so rigorous and demands such con- 
stant study that we are likely to for? 
get that our mental and physical 
powers are limited, and that we can- 
not overwork our minds, while not 
exercising our bodies, without injury 
to our health. "Rest is a change of 
work." Athletics, while resting the 
mind, build up the body. 

But in order that athletics may be 
healthful and relaxing they must not 
be overdone. It was a wise philos- 
opher who said, "Nothing in excess." 
Athletics when indulged in to excess 
may do more harm than good. They 
may be injurious to the health and 
occupy time which should be given to 
study. 

The intelligent supervision of a 
competent instructor will remove the 
first difficulty. This is the point 
which differentiates school athletics 
from ordinary athletics- By school 
athletics we mean organized, super- 
vised physical culture. If the school 
sets a standard up to which all stu- 
dents must measure in order to parti- 
cipate in athletics, the second diffi- 
culty is easily removed. 

Athletics tend to encourage in the 
student systematic and persistent 
methods of working. Success in ath- 
letics is largely the result of system- 
atic "sticktottiveness." A fellow can- 
not expect, for instance, to become a 
good runner by going out to run one 
day and spending the rest of the 
week in getting the stiffness out of 
his legs. "It's dogged as does it." 

Athletics develop self-control. I 
have a friend who tells me that sev- 
eral years ago he had what he des- 
cribed as an "awful temper." The 
slightest provocation was sufficient to 
make him fly up in a rage. He said 
that the many hard knocks— acci- 
dental and otherwise— which he was 
obliged to endure in silence while 
playing foot ball cured him. And 
surely it speaks volumes for the ef- 
ficiency of the cure, when I say that 
never in the three years, during which 
we have been the closest of friends, 
have I once seen him angry. 

Athletics discourage the injurious 
habits of cigarette smoking and in- 
temperate eating— so harmful to the 
athlete. 

Athletics bring a fellow into close 
fellowship with good companions. 
They tend to make him a "good mix- 
er," to be which is an Invaluable 
asset to anyone. They teach him to 
get along with people— agreeable and 
disagreeable. They teach that upon 
which almost all athletic games de- 
pend—team work, or if you prefer, 
co-operation. 

What is of value to the individual 
in a school must be of value to the 
school as a whole. Notwithstanding 
the splendid progress which our 
school has made this year, would not 
our athletics have been greatly miss- 
ed? Did not our basket ball games, 
for instance, contribute greatly to 
bring our school into the public eye 
and into public favor? 

Or what could have been a better 
illustration of the value of athletics 
to a school than the interest which 
so large a number of our citizens 
manifested in our sports on May 28? 
Surely that demonstration could not 
but indicate that there was being 
aroused that all-important factor in 
and school — school spirit

COMMITTEE OF CITIZ ENS TO ASSIST IN REVISIN G TAX ASSESSMENTS 

Burgess Henry and President of Councils Narrigan to Name Committee to Assist 

Mr. Warner, Our Tax Assessor 



A plan is under way whereby a 
complete revision of tax assessments 
within the borough is to be made by 
Tax Assessor Warner, assisted by a 
large committee of citizens appointed 
by Burgess Henry and Harvey D. 
Narrigan, president of Councils. 

The need for an increased revenue 
has been apparent for some time and 
has been the subject of frequent and 
serious discussions in Councils. Our 
oorough is constantly growing and 
improvements are being made in so 
many lines, particularly in streets, 
that the basis of assessment which 
has heretofore existed is generally 
admitted by those having in charge 
'.he expenditure of public funds to be 
insufficient. 

The necessity for action was ex- 
plained by Burgess Henry in a recent 
interview. After stating the general 
condition of the borough and referring 
'.o the fact that Councils were con- 
siderably concerned with the need of 
creating additional revenue, he stated 
the situation as follows: 

Two Methods of B«visIon. 

"In order to provide the funds 
necessary to meet the rapidly increas- 
ing expense budget, it is necessary 
to do one of two things: increase the 
tax rate or increase the assessed 
valuation. The former plan is inad- 
visable. Our present rate is high 
enough; in fact, it is unnecessarily 
high. A high tax rate is detrimental 
to suburban towns, for the reason 
.hat prospective home seekers usually 
inquire for and consider only the 
■ate at which taxes are computed. A 
high rate, as compared with city 
property, leads them to believe that 
living in the suburbs is much more 
expensive than living in the city, and 
that it is therefore unwise to own 
suburban property, even as a home. 
As a matter of fact, our taxes in Nar- 
berth are considerably lower than 
they are in Philadelphia, even though 
♦he rate is higher. This is due to the 
'act that assessments are extremely 
low. If our assessments were made 
on the same basis as Philadelphia 
oroperty, we could cut our rate in 
half and yet derive more income than 
we have at the present time. In 
other words, our average assessment 
is less than one-half value, whereas 
in Philadelphia, assessments are ap- 
oroximatelv at full valuation. On our 



; basis of assessment, the city of Phila- 
| uelphia would be obliged to impose 
a rate of three per cent, in order to 
procure the income which they now 
receive from an assessment of one 
and a half per cent. But as this fact 
is not generally known, if we wlsn 
to obtain the benefit of a fair standard 
lor comparison, the thing for us to 
do is to raise our assessments and 
reduce rates to about the same as 
city rates. 

President Narrigan States Need. 

"President Narrigan whom I con- 
sulted in regard to this matter, stated 
that some action should be taken be- 
fore the next triennial assessment, so 
that sufficient income will be pro- 
cured for future needs without the 
necessity of making a further raise in 
rates. The work of making an entire 
revision of assessments is a difficult 
undertaking and means considerable 
labor; and, for this reason, it was 
deemed wise, in view of the fact that 
this is a matter in which every citizen 
is interested, to divide the work 
among members of a large commit- 
tee, who would thus be able to give 
the tax assessor material assistance 
in obtaining data, figures, etc. Mr. 
Warner has stated that he would wel- 
come any assistance along this line, 
and would be glad to use the informa- 
tion thus obtained as the basis >f a 
revision of assessments next year. 
The committee will consist of citizens 
ppointed by me and members of 
Councils appointed by President Nar- 
rigan. The question of chairmanship 
will probably be left to the commit- 
tee itself. 

A plan of this kind, if proper- 
ly worked out, ought to meet with 
'he approval of every property owner 
in the town. We hear complaints at 
times that certain properties are as- 
sessed too low or too high in com- 
parison with other properties. Of 
"ourse, this is a condition not only 
ipplicable to Narberth, but to every 
other collection of human habita- 
•ions. The job of assessing taxes is 
<» difficult one, and it is practically 
'mpossible to please everybody. It is 
because we recognize the difficulties 
incident thereto that the plan of first 
referring the whole matter to a com- 
mittee of citizens was devised. Of 
course, the committee is merely ad- 
visory and our tax assessor will 



exercise his discretion in officially 
fixing the assessments. The purpose 
of the committee therefore is merely 
to assist in this matter of vital in- 
terest to all, and to relieve Mr. War- 
ner of a large amount of detail work 
which attends such a plan. 

Equalizing May Prove Bemedy. 
"I do not believe it will be neces- 
sary to raise a large number of our 
assessments. It may be that a gen- 
eral equalization of assessments; that 
is, raising the assessments on tne 
lower properties to correspond with 
that of the highest, will produce 
enough additional revenue to meet all 
current needs. Our plan is stmpiy 
to first make a complete list show- 
ing the market value of all properties 
in town as near as can be determined 
by the committee, using whatever 
■nethods they may find most prac- 
tical. When these values are de- 
termined, the committee will then de

budget showing estimated yearly ex- 
penses for several years in the 
future. With this estimate and the 
rate in possession of the committee, 
the determination of the assessed 
valuation will be a matter of 
mathematical computation, and the 
percentage which this amount bears 
to the total market value of the 
property will determine the standard 
rate of assessment. 

"In this way, it is believed that 
assessed valuation in Narberth will 
mean something from a real estate 
and investment standpoint. At the 
nresent time our assessments mean 
very little." 

Civic Association Approves. 

At the last meeting of the directors 
of the Civic Association the subject 
of providing additional revenue for 
borough needs was fully discussed 
and the plan for revision of tax as- 
sessments as outlined in the foregoing 
enthusiastically approved by all in 
attendance. All who spoke on the 
subject emphasized the importance of 
prompt action in the organization of 
this work so as to have complete data 
ready for the use of the assessor in 
making his next triennial assessment. 



first thing that you are apt to see 
is the Washington Monument, the 
largest piece of masonry in the world, 
which towers five hundred and fifty 
feet above the city, and from the top 
of which can be obtained a wonderful 
view of Washington and the adjoining 
country for miles around.

You then enter the Union Depot, 
where you may well begin your 
sightseeing, for this station is a mag- 
nificent building of white marble with 
its beautiful architecture and unique 
lighting system. 

Outside we come into the bustle 
and noise, which always surrounds a 
large station. It is well now to take 
a trip around Washington in a Sight 
Seeing bus in order to get the general 
layout of the city, and to see the 
buildings and places of interest and 
the many beautiful homes of am- 
bassadors and other persons well- 
known in political and social life. 
The most beautiful residential sec- 
tion of the city is Massachusetts 
avenue. 

The site of the National capital 
was selected by George Washington 
during his administration, and the 
city was named in his honor. In the 
centre of this site was placed the 
capitol building, which then was very 
much smaller than at present, and 
from this as a centre branch out the 
avenues of the States. The other 
streets of the city, namely the num- 
bered and lettered streets, are laid 
out at right angles to one another. 

The city of Washington is noted 
for its natural beauty. All the streets 
are bordered with lovely shaded trees,

TAX ASSESSMENT REVISION

With the tax assessor, the large 
tax payers, Councils and the Civic 
Association, representative of all in- 
terests, agreed as one that this work 
should not he delayed, but accom- 
plished at once for use in establishing 
the next triennial assessment rate, It 
looks as if it was just as well as done. 

When the committee of citizens and 
councilmen starts to collect data, giva 
them your prompt co-operation. Help 
them do a big work for NarberJi 
promptly and without quibbling from 
any source. All together, now! Let's 
go! 

THE ASH QUESTION POPS UP 
AGAIN. 

To the Editors of Our Town:— The 
directors of the Civic Association, ac- 
cording to Our Town, last Tuesday 
night appointed a committee to con- 
fer with Councils to arrange some 
plan by which ashes may be re- 
moved from the cellars of those resi- 
dents who have not the facilities for 
doing this work.

expense of the borough. It is pure 
laziness and nothing else, notwith- 
standing the absurd plea advanced by 
"Business Man" some time ago, who 
claimed that he did not have time 
in the morning to put out his ashes 
and, besides, it would soil his 
clothes! May I offer a suggestion, 
Mr. "Business Man?" Get up ten 
minutes earlier, only one day a weelt, 



By the establishment of a reliable 
medium of communication between its 
citizens and the organized activities 
which represent them "Our Town" has 
rendered Narberth a real service. It 
has been a constructive help to the bor- 
ough and to each organization within 
its boundaries. It has helped to add 
dollars and cents value to every prop- 
erty in Narberth through its publicity 
work. These things are matters of 
record. 

There have been several attempts on 
the part of individuals to perform this 
service on a commercial basis. The 
field proving too small in which to 
publish a well-conducted paper other 
than at a loss, these enterprising indi- 
viduals felt it wise to discontinue their 
efforts after a few issues of their pa- 
pers.

The services of all these workers 
could not be paid for by Narberth on a 
salary basis. And Narberth cannot 
hope to continue to command their 
time and talent for long unless it pays 
their price, which is, in this instance, 
loyal support. 

These volunteer workers (really 
commandeered workers) have given 
Narberth a real newspaper, fitted to the 
needs of the community. In return for 
this many of the business houses serv- 
ing the community have pledged their 
co-operation by using the columns of 
"Our Town" in which to advertise their 
wares and service. It is profitable for 
them to do so. 

The citizens who compose the com- 
munity and who have been receiving 
the paper for forty-one issues at the 
expense of the association should now 
guarantee their support by subscribing 
to "Our Town" and by reading the 
really worth while contributions that 
appear in the editorial and news col- 
umns and the business news that is in 
the advertising columns.

MEAT IN HOT WEATHER. 

| A Few Simple Precautions for the 
Narberth Housewife Who Does Not 
Want Her Supplies to Spoil— Con- 
dltlon of Refrigerator Important. 

A few simple precautions will aid 
the housewife in keeping meat un- 
tainted in hot weather. It is, of 
course, common knowledge that the 
higher the temperature, the quicker 
meat will spoil, but the family's sup- 
plies are not absolutely at the mercy 
of the thermometer. Ice and cleanli- 
ness are two great weapons of de- 
fense. 

For many families a refrigerator is 
obviously out of the question, but it 
is perhaps better to have no refrig- 
erator at all than a neglected one. 
Merely to wash it out occasionally 
does little good; it should be thor- 
oughly scalded at frequent intervals, 
in particular the drain. This, if over- 
looked, is apt to harbor fungous 
growths, which may spread to the 
food. On one occasion a man applied 
to the department because he had 
found that a joint of beef placed in 
his refrigerator had turned a peculiar 
bright red. Upon examination it was 
ascertained that the meat was cov- 
ered with a peculiar fungous growth 
due entirely to the condition of the 
refrigerator. Growths of this kind do 
not always advertise themselves so 
prominently and there may be much 
evil in an ice box that the eye cannot 
detect. 

Watch the Drain. 

If the refrigerator drain is not thor- 
oughly cleaned, moreover, it is likely 
to become choked, the water is not 
carried off quickly enough and little 
pools are left standing in the interior. 
Dampness is one of the conditions 
most favorable to bacterial growth. 
An ice box in this state will not pro- 
tect food long. It is, in fact, a wise 
precaution to wipe the interior of a 
refrigerator every day with a dry 
cloth. 

The temperature of the average re- 
frigerator is higher than most per- 
sons suppose, and in those house- 
holds where a regular supply of ice is 
not obtainable a cool cellar, a spring 
house, or the depths of a well may 
serve somewhat the same purpose. On 
farms where there is an ice houso 
the meat may be placed in some form 
cf closed retainer and buried in the 
ice. In any event, the meat must be 
carefully screened from flies. The 
danger from infection from these pests 
has been pointed out many times, but 
familiarity breeds contempt and they 
still persist. The fly not only does the 
meat itself no good, but it may read- 
ily deposit upon it some infection, 
which is carried In turn by the meat 
Into the human system. Some flies 
will deposit their eggs on the meat 
and these in a short time will become 
maggots, and the meat is "flyblown." 
Kitchen Cleanliness. 

Much sickness that is popularly 
ascribed to ptomaine poisoning or to 
bad food In general is really caused 



in some such way as this, the food, in 
itself perfectly wholesome, acting 
merely as a mechanical carrier for 
the "germs" which cause the trouble. 
Some of these sorts come from the 
human intestine, and their presence 
is a sure indication that filth is pres- 
ent, even if the amount is too small 
to be seen. Filth of this kind may be 
carried by dust, but it more often 
comes from soiled hands. One might 
wish that every kitchen could have 
the sign found in some well-managed 
food factories — "When you leave the 
room for any purpose, wash your 
hands before you return to work." 

"Germs" which grow in foods and 
cause illness grow very rapidly, par- 
ticularly if the food is a little warm, 
and are not destroyed unless the food 
is well cooked before serving. Sim- 
ply "warming up" is not enough, as 
was found in a case of illness re- 
cently reported after eating some 
warmed-up creamed vegetable. Cer- 
tain kinds of foods — creamed chicken, 
or custard, or warm vegetables, for 
example — are excellent culture med- 
iums for bacteria which may have 
been introduced into them by acci- 
dent. For this reason it is a safe rule 
to have as short a time as possible 
intervene between the preparation of 
food and its consumption. Broth is 
another excellent medium and in con- 
sequence should be drained off if it 
is intended to keep the meat for any 
length of time before serving. If the 
broth is used also it should be boiled 
thoroughly first. All food, cooked or 
uncooked, should be kept in a clean, 
cool place in order to reduce the dan- 
ger of infection to a minimum. 

How to Keep Meats. 

When for any reason meat must he 
kept for unusually long periods of 
time or when the conditions are un- 
usually unfavorable scalding may be 
resorted to advantageously. Drop- 
ping the meat into boiling water for 
a few minutes will not seriously affect 
its flavor when it ultimately appears 
upon the table, and it will put it in 
a much better condition for keeping. 
It is important, however, that it be 
dipped in a large body of boiling 
water. If only a small amount of 
water is used, the introduction of the 
meat will lower the temperature to 
such an extent that the whole pro- 
cess becomes worthless. With such 
meats as veal or pork, which are al- 
ways — or ought to be— thoroughly 
done, the precaution can be carried 
further and the joints partially cook- 
ed before being stored away. Care 
should be taken, however, to see that 
the re-cooking is thoroughly done. 

Hot weather also calls for addi- 
tional precautions on the part of the 
housewife in regard to canned pro- 
ducts. Once these have been opened 
8nd exposed to the air they spoil as 
quickly, if not more quickly, than 
I fresh food. The contents of a can 
should therefore be disposed of with- 
iOut delay. In no event should they he 
! left in the can after it has been 
opened, but should be used at once

(Concluded from First Page) 
and, at very frequent intervals, pretty 
little squares and parks meet the 
eye, even in the heart of the city. 
There is a profusion of flowers 
throughout the city, which, during 
the spring and summer months, add 
to the many attractions of Washing- 
ton. 

It is Impossible to attempt to des- 
cribe the splendor and magnificence 
of the government buildings. The 
building most interesting to all 
Americans, is the capitol, situated on 
an elevation and entered by long 
flights of wide steps, at the top of 
which a very lovely view of the city 
can be obtained. In the central part 
of the capitol, which is surmounted 
by the Dome, is the Main Hall, which 
contains many wonderful mural 
paintings, illustrating different his- 
torical events in the history of our 
country; and in the interior of the 
dome itself is the wonderful fresco 
work done by the Italian artist, who 
spent many years in the Capitol. 
Statuary Hall, the Supreme Court 
Room and others are found in this 
part, while at the two extremities of 
the building are the Senate and 
House Divisions. 

The most beautiful building In 
Washington, (and) considered by 
some persons to be the most beauti- 
ful one in America, is the Congres- 
sional Library, with its magnificent 
Reading Room, beautiful mural dec- 
orations, mosaic work and marble 
and bronze figures. Another splendid 
structure is the Pan-American Union, 
in which all the American countries 



are represented. Other places of in- 
terest are the State, War and Navy 
Department, the Treasury Building, 
the Navy Yard, the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, the Corcoran 
Art Gallery and the White House, 
the home of the President of the 
United States. 

There are many lovely little trips 
which may be taken to nearby places, 
such as Arlington, the National Ceme- 
tery, where lie buried our brave 
soldier dead, over many of whose 
graves there is erected a plain slab, 
with the impressive inscription, "Un- 
known;" and one may also see here 
the Lee Mansion, formerly occupied 
by Robert E. Lee. The wide pillars 
of this old home can be seen from 
many points in Washington. Another 
place, which is dear to every loyal 
American, is Mt. Vernon, the beauti- 
ful home of George Washington, with 
its lovely well-kept grounds, its old- 
fashioned garden and spacious rooms 
containing the original furniture, and 
above all because it was once the 
home of the "Father of Our Coun- 
try." 

Anyone, who has visited Washing- 
ton, cannot come away from it with- 
out a feeling of patriotism, deeper 
and better than he has ever felt be- 
fore and pride in this, our country's 
capital. When we think of it, we 
feel that it is right and fitting that 
Washington, the city, in which the 
important affairs of our government 
are carried on and toward which the 
eyes of America and of the world are 
constantly turning, should bear the 
name of "America's beautiful city," 
just as we would have our country, 
its policies, its ideals and aspirations 
be good and beautiful. 



Timely Hints on Care and Manage- 
ment of Old Lawns — Treatment of 
Weeds. 

Improving an old lawn is a very 
much more difficult problem than es- 
tablishing a new one. In many cases 
it is impracticable to attempt the im- 
provement of an old lawn that is in 
bad condition, say the specialists of 
the department. However, if a rea- 
sonably good turf obtains, it is possi- 
ble to better it materially by reseed- 
ing, fertilizing and watering. In the 
majority of cases improvement is de- 
sired in the spring, since at this sea- 
son many bare spots are in evidence 
If the areas to be improved are small, 
they can be handworked and reseeded 
with little difficulty. If they are large, 
it is usually advisable to spade them 
up, work thoroughly and seed, as in 
the case of starting a new lawn. In 
any event, reseeding should be done 
early in the spring with a liberal 
quantity of good seed mixture. 

When the stand of grass is thin 
over the entire lawn or a greater por- 
tion of it, a special seeder equipped 
with small disks has been found very 
satisfactory for cutting the seed into 
the sod and thereby producing favor- 
able conditions for germination and 
subsequent growth. In the early 
spring, however, the soil is usually 
loose as a result of the freezing and 
thawing, and is in sufficiently open 
condition to permit the seed to be cov- 
ered with little difficulty. After seed- 
ing, if the ground has become quite 
dry, rolling is usually beneficial. Care 
should be taken when mowing or 
watering the newly seeded areas to 
avoid disturbing the young grass. This 
caution always applies in a measure to 
fall seeding, although there is not so 
much danger of damage in this way at 
this season. 

J Fertilizing. 

I The management of the lawn after 
i it is once established is an extremely 
important matter, and there are a few 
general practices that should be fol- 
lowed carefully. Beginning in the 
early spring, the first thing to do is to 
remove with a rake the top dressin 
that has been applied the fall before. 
After removing this it is usually ad- 
visable to apply some fertilizer, even 
though the soil is already reasonably 
fertile. One of the very best fertilizers 
for the lawn in the spring is nitrate of 
soda, but on account of its quick action 
and its caustic effect extreme caution 
should be used in its application. Five 
pounds of nitrate of soda are sufficient 
for 1,000 square feet of lawn, and if ap- 
plied in solution with the watering pot 
and the grass then thoroughly watered 
with a hose, there is little danger of 
scalding. Bone meal is probably the 
best commercial fertilizer to use on a 
lawn, considering the danger from the 
misuse of nitrate of soda. Bone meal 
can be used without taking any special 
caution in its application, as it is in no 
way injurious to the grass. Eight 
pounds to 1,000 square feet is a liberal 
application. Any commercial fertilizer 
that is used should be applied early in 
the spring, when the grass begins to 
grow. In fact, bone meal can be used 
to advantage every month during the 
growing season, except perhaps July 
and August. Fertilizing through the 
season is especially beneficial in keep- 
ing the grass stimulated at times 
when it would otherwise be more or 
less inactive. Pulverized limestone as 
a top dressing is very helpful, and an 
application of this substance can be 
made either in the fall, winter or 
spring. Lime corrects the acidity of 
the surface soil, and is useful in 
checking the growth of moss and vari- 
ous other plants that are detrimental 
to the grass. 

Mowing, Rolling and Sprinkling. 

There is no hard and fast rule to be 
followed in connection with mowing 
the lawn, but clipping twice a week is 
not apt to injure it and will induce the 
formation of a good turf. Too frequent 
clipping, however, is a drain on the 
vitality of the grass and frequently re- 
sults in permanent injury. 

There is some difference of opinion 
as to whether clippings should be re- 
moved after mowing, but in general 
their removal is advised, especially 
during wet weather, since if left to lie 
on the surface they are conducive to 
the growth of molds, which in turn 
produce injury to the turf. On new 
seeding, however, or where the grass 
is thin, clippings can frequently be al- 
lowed to remain with benefit. 

New seedings should not be clipped 
closely, and during the hot weather of 
midsummer and early fall the mower 
should be set high for old and new 
grass alike. The roller should be used 
discreetly. New grass is frequently 



FROM THE FLY HATES 



Yon Must Swat 'Em Now 

Some of them find breeding places in 
spite of us. From now on to frost 
swat, trap and poison without ceas- 
ing. Every tickley, exasperating, per- 
sistent fly that walks on your nose 
or bald head, or far worse on your 
food, during the hot, sticky days to 
follow, should be relentlessly pur- 
sued to its death. In the lulls between, 
swats remember that every microbe- 
covered fly you kill hatched in a 
breeding place you overlooked. Look 
again. 

A new and effective method of de- 
stroying fly larvae has been made 
public by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. It is the application of 
powdered hellebore to manure piles 
for the purpose of killing the larvae. 
The hellebore is harmless to poultry 
and does not reduce the fertilizing 
value of the manure. One-half pound 
of powdered hellebore mixed with 10 
gallons of water is sufficient to kill 
the larvae in eight bushels of manure. 
The mixture should be spread 
thoroughly over the pile and well out 
over the edges of the pile. The helle- 
bore in 100 pound lots costs aboui 
11 cents a pound. The government re- 
port adds that: Powdered hellebore, 
however, will not kill adult flies, 
which must be swatted or trapped. 

Read up on fly elimination your- 
self. Learn how to build traps or 
what kind to buy, how to use poison- 
ed baits safely, about the dangers and 
disgusting habits of the fly and many 
other interesting points.

benefited by a light rolling after the 
first cutting. Old sod should be rolled 
in the spring to firm the surface that 
has beeen loosened by freezing and 
thawing, but during midsummer it is 
very doubtful if the lawn should be 
rolled even lightly, especially when 
the soil is of a heavy nature. 

There are probably more mistakes 
made in connection with the watering 
of the lawn than in any other phase of 
its management. The practice of 
sprinkling as it is almost universally 
followed is fundamentally wrong, not 
that the sprinkler does not furnish 
enough water to the grass during the 
season, but that it does not furnish ii 
in properly distributed quantities. 
Sprinkling for a short period may ap- 
pear to wet the sod thoroughly, but in 
reality the water does not penetrate 
much below the surface. This encour- 
ages the formation of surface roots 
and makes the grass less resistant to 
the severe conditions of weather and 
usage. 

Except in rare cases, the lawn 
should not be watered oftener than 
two or three times a week, provided 
watering is done properly. A thor- 
ough soaking is necessary and should 
be given in the late afternoon or early 
morning. The ordinary type of re- 
volving spray is quite satisfactory, but 
the amount of water applied by it is 
usually much less than appears. The 
point to be borne in mind is that the 
ground should be thoroughly saturated 
at each application to at least three 
inches in depth. 

Eradication of Weeds. 

While weed enemies of the lawn are 
troublesome throughout the growing 
season, they are particularly so from 
the latter period of June until frost. 
During this period crab grass is by far 
the worst weed present. There is no 
really satisfactory method of checking 
its growth, and the only treatment to 
be recommended is to cut or pull the 
plants before they have formed large 
mats. This is a very tedious and ex- 
pensive practice, but where a good 
lawn is involved the results justify the 
expense. Rational fertilizing and care- 
ful watering during the summer help 
to overcome the effect of weeds. Chem- 
ical sprays or treatments have proved 
to be of very little assistance. Much 
difficulty is experienced in cutting 
crab grass with the ordinary mower 
on account of its semiprostrate char- 
acter. This difficulty can be overcome 
to a certain extent If a rake is used ir> 
conjunction with the mower. By

(Concluded from Third Page) 
means of the rake the branches of the 
grass may be lifted so that they can 
be clipped reasonably close. It is al- 
most impossible, however, to cut crab 
grass sufficiently close to prevent the 
formation of seed. 

There are many other weeds that 
are troublesome in the lawn not only 
in the spring, but also in the summer 
and autumn. Among the most im- 
portant ones are dandelion, plantain, 
chickweed, oxeye daisy and yarrow. 
While chemical sprays are more effect- 
ive in the eradication of these weeds 
than in the case of crab grass, the best 
method of preventing their develop- 
ment is to remove them with a spud 
or similar implement. 

The weed problem can perhaps best 
be solved by making the conditions as 
favorable as possible for the lawn 
grasses and by maintaining a strict 
watch at all times to check the growth 
of the troublesome weeds at the be- 
ginning. At the end of the growing 
season before the severe weather of 
winter arrives the lawn should be 
given a good top dressing of well rot- 
ted barnyard manure. If the manure 
is not well rotted it is likely to intro- 
duce an abundance of weed seeds, 
which will ultimately cause consider- 

: able trouble. Top dressing not only 
adds fertility to the soil, but gives the 

| grass protection during the severe 
weather of winter and the freezing and 
thawing of early spring.

IEARN TO BOTH LOOK AND SEE. 

Somebody has asked: "How much 
do you see?" 

Ruskln supplies the answer, as fol- 
lows: "For every one hundred men 
who can hear, but one can speak; for 
every one hundred men who can 
speak, but one can think; for every 
one hundred who can think, but one 
can both look and see." 

In these words does Ruskin empha- 
size the mental blindness of the aver- 
age human being, and which it is per- 
fectly clear is due to lack of observ- 
ance of what is going on about one 
during his waking hours. 

In reality the genuine faculty of ob- 
servation is in the brain, rather than 
in the eyes or other physical senses. 
To be sure the eyes are necessary as 
a means to an end, but unless the 
brain has the power to intelligently 
utilize the messages brought to it 
through the senses, the faculty to ac- 
curately observe grows limited. 

One can easily see then, how es- 
sential are right habits of life, that 
we may be well qualified to receive, 
and appropriate knowledge gathered 
in and distributed through the five 
senses. 

The employe possesses and can de- 
velop no more important faculty than 
that of seeing things and realizing 
what they mean. The ability to "size 
up" a given situation; to discover in 
a glance or a gesture, or to detect in 
a word or manner of speech, the real 
meaning behind, is possessed by men 
and women only, whose mental as well 
as physical eyes are wide awake. Un- 
less one sees and understands condi- 
tions, he cannot use them to his ad- 
vantage, or comhat them as the neeS 
may be. In that case then, accom- 
plishment is measured only by that 
which one stumbles onto. Let us not 
be stumblers. 

The faculty of being able to com- 
Drehend the real purport of situations 
and conditions, shown in facts brought 
to us through seeing and hearing, la 
innate with all normal people. It is 
easily developed under proper culti- 
vation, and we should see to it, as a 
nre-requisite to service, that this pow- 
er is thus cultivated and developed.
